o u t, bu t added that an increased 
inco me is needed to wipe o u t 
lo sses in po stal o peratio ns. 
The present letter 2-cent rate, 
he said, was ado pted in 1885. 
Two cents in that y ear co rre­

cents no w and in wages to 
7 cents, he said.

! the world are on the u pgrade, 
j These delegations nu m ber any­ 
where from one to 25 or 30 per­ 
sons. The caliber of the foreign 
engineers and highway adm inis­ 
trato rs th a t will gather in W ash- 
i ington also indicates the great 
1 am o u nt of interest which cou n­ 
tries thro u gho u t the world are 
! taking in highway transporta-1 
, ticn." 
Problems of engineering, ad-

I m inistratio n and financing of j 
i highways will be discu ssed by

Detroit, Sept. 12 
(A.P.)—An 


ncrease in rates on first class 
mail will be recommended to the 
next session of congress by the 
postoffice department, Postmas- 
«r General Brown said in an 
address here last night before 
;he convention of the National 
Association of Postmasters. 


Mr. Brown reviewed the his- 


tory of the postal service and 
the existence during most of the 
last half a century of deficits in 
ts operations. Allowance now 
las been made for non-postal 
services, such as handling gov- 
ernment business, he pointed 
out, but added that an increased 
ncome is needed to wipe' out 
osses in postal operations. 


The present letter 2-cent rate, 


be said, was adopted in 1885. 
Two cents in that year corre- 
sponds hi commodity value to 
3V2 cents now and in wages to 
7 cents, he said. He indicated 
that an increase of letter post- 
age to 2V2 cents would end the 
postbffice deficit. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 12—(A.P).) 


A recommendation for a return 
to a broader use of the indeter- 
minate sentence is contained in 
a revised report of the Indiana 
crime commission, copies of 
which are being mailed out now 
to members, and which will be 
acted on by the commission at a 
meeting Monday in the state- 
house. 


The revised report still recom- 


mends the appointment of a 
state board of public safety, but 
it does not provide for the in- 
clusion of game wardens, and 
would provide only for state po- 
lice, the bureau of criminal 
identification and the police du- 
ties of the firs marshal's office 
to the new department. 


The proposal to include the 


game wardens in the safety 
board met with much opposition. 


The changes suggested in the 


revised report are the recom- 
mendations of the commission's 
executive committee. The recom- 
mendation for "a return to the 
indeterminate sentence for all 
crimes except those for which 
the death penalty is death or life 
imprisonment" is a reversal of 
the trend of action at recent ses- 
sions of the legislature. At the 
1929 
session various jbilk were 


passed "for ihcreasin^pehalties 
and requiring a "flat or determi- 
nate sentence." This action re- 
ferred particularly to automobile 
banditry, robbery with a gun 
and other more violent forms of 
crime which have become fre- 
quent in recent years. 


The revised report takes notice 


-that* criticism is occasionally 
heard regarding the delays in 
administering the crimnal laws 
and the failure of justice through 
needless technicalities and the 
a?<?eged weakness of our jury 
sj?itenis," the committee adds a 
statement of benefits it expects 
to result from the creation of a 
judicial council which it has 
recommended. 


"Once the judicial .council is 


authorized," the report says, 
"much of what is now referred to 
as the 'law's delays' due to con- 
gested dockets, unbusinesslike 
methods on the part of judges 
and court machinery and legal 
technicalities will disappear."

Tardiness is probably the most 


annoying breach of the rules of 
attendance with which school 
officials have to deal, writes L. A. 
lx)ckwood, superintendent of the 
Rushville city schools, in an 
article appearing in this month's 
•School Review," a journal of 
secondary education published 
at the University of Chicago. 


Copies of the September Re- 


view were received this week at 
the local schools and Mr. Lock- 
wood was the recipient of many 
congratulations when it was seen 
iiat he had written one of the 
.eading articles in the September 
issue of the Review, one of ttie 
jrincipal periodicals of the edu- 
cational world. 


One of the most interesting 


features of Mr. Lockwood's dis- 
sussion is the fact the Rushville 
school furnished the data for his 
article, "Causes of Tardiness." 
The local school superintendent 
gleaned his information 
from 


an analysis of the causes of tar- 
diness made in the local high 
school during the second semes- 
ter of the school year 1928-29. 


A tardy blank, the form of 


which was enclosed in the arti- 
cle, was used in the local school, 
Mr. Lockwood said, and all tardy 
pupils were required to fill out 
one of these blanks before being 
admitted to classes. These causes 
grouped themselves into eight 
classifications: work, clock wrong, 
started late, accidental or unus- 
ual cause, automobile trouble, 
sickness, no reason, overslept.

Washington, D. C. Sept. 9— 


That the Sixth International 
Road Congress, to be held here 
October 6 to 11, will exert a 
beneficial influence upon busi- 
ness, not only in the United 
States but throughout the world, 
was the opinion expressed by 
Roy D. Chapin, president of the 
American Organizing Commis- 
;ion, in discussing the coming 
jessions at a meeting of mem- 
3ers of the Commission who are 
making arrangements for the 
parley. The Congress is being 
icld at the invitation of the 
United States Government un- 
der the auspices of the Perma- 
nent International Association 
of Road Congresses, Paris. 


'•The fact that 60 or more for- 


eign governments have seen fit 
to send delegates to this Con- 


gress," Mr. Chapin said, -indi- 
cates beyond any doubt that 
economic conditions throughout 
the world are on the upgrade. 
These delegations number any- 
where from one to 25 or 30 per- 
sons. The caliber of the foreign 
engineers and highway adminis- 
trators that will gather in Wash- 
ington also indicates the great 
amount of Interest which coun- 
tries throughout the world are 
taking in highway transporta- 
tion." 


Problems of engineering, ad- 


ministration and financing of 
highways will be discussed by 
the delegates, as will also various 
phases of traffic regulation and 
other matters. Previous sessions 
i have been held in Paris in 1908, 
at which time the Permanent 
International 
Associatfon 
of 


Road Congresses was founded in 
Brussel in 1910, London, 1913, 
Seville in 1923 and Milan in 
1926. 


"The direct public reaction to 


' the Congress will be the impres- 
\ sion that world affairs are get- 


ting back to their norma 
course," Mr. Chapin said. "The 
sessions will serve to rivet public 
attention 
to the question of 


highway transportation, a ques- 
tion that is of vast economic sig- 
nificance to everyone, and they 
will thus help to turn the world's 
thought toward more fruitful 
channels. 


••It is well-known that trans- 


portation is one of the most.im- 
portant keys to economic prog- 
ress and inasmuch as highw.ays 
are built at comparatively small 
cost and are built quickly, we 
can look for an expansion of 
highway systems all over the 
world within the comparatively 
near future. 
__, 


••The" delegates, having had 'an 


opportunity to discuss the latest 
developments in highway trans- 
portation from both the engin- 
eering and economic standpoints, 
wnll return home with substan- 
tial reports which will serve as 
bases for expansion of their 
countries' 
highway 
programs. 


Public demand and economic 
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-necessity will make it" par amount 
that .as much of these programs 
as is possible be undertaken 
without appreciable delay." 


An expansion of'highway sys- 


tems throughout the world, nat- 
urally means increased employ- 
ment in construction and, as a 
logical sequence, increased em- 
ployment in the systems of dis- 
tribution' and production, Mr. 
Chapin said. While this will not 
have a direct and immediate 
effect upon present conditions, 
with an acceleration in construc- 
tion in the near future, we may 
look for a gradual and decided 
improvement in economic affairs. 
Continuance of an 
expanded 


highway program will assure in- 
creased stability to the economic 
structure.of the world, he said. 


In the preparation of their re- 


ports the delegates will be facil- 
itated by having the opportunity 
of visiting-an international ex- 
hibiton or road building ma- 
chinery. This will be hedl in con- 
junction with the congress under 
the auspices of the American 
Jload Builders' Association. This 
exhibit will include the latest im- 
plements used in the construc- 
tion of any type of road. Ar- 
rangements have been made 
whereby foreign manufacturing 
firms may bring their' exhibits 
into the United States under 
bond duty free.
